AUDITOR’S REPORT 


COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts — Town of Union 
: February 17, 1945 to March 1, 1946 
CASH 

Cash on deposit and subject to check as of march 
1, 1946 was verified with the bank statement and the 
amount so reported reconciled with the balance as shown 
by the town records. 

Expenditures were made by check from warrants 
properly authorized by the Selectmen. 

ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

Due to the age of one of the items in this account, a 
reserve of $58.54 has been established to provide for Doe 
sible loss in collection. 

TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1945 commitment of taxes to the Collector was 
added and found in agreement with the Assessors’ war- 
rant. This commitment was accounted for by cash paid 
the Treasurer, abatements, $2.04 due from the Collector, 
or was still unpaid. 

Payments received and abatements made on prior 
years taxes appeared to have been applied against the 
proper accounts. 

TAX LIENS 

: Payments received on tax liens were checked and 
found to have been applied against the proper items. 
TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 

Sales of tax acquired property totaling $195.57 were 
made during the year, on which a gain of $81.62 was’ 
realized. 

DUE GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES - 
These accounts represent deductions made for With- 
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holding Taxes and Teachers’ Retirement Fund, which had 
not been paid at March 1, 1946. 
TRUST FUNDS 

The trust fund investments were examined and all 
income appeared to be properly accounted for. The un- 
expended income of the several funds was in the general 
cash of the town at the close of the year. 

At the 1945 town meeting an appropriation of $500 
was made to replace impounded funds. Although the 
final dividends have been received on impounded bank 
accounts, the amount of $1,261.75 is still carried as it is 
understood that the town intends to restore the trust fund 
principal through appropriation. 

GENERAL 

The 1945 excise tax receipts No. 134 to No. 392 and 
the 1946 excise tax receipts No. 1401 to 1505 were 
checked from the copies of the receipts and it was ascer- 
tained that the amounts so specified had been deposited 
with the Treasurer.

The biggest problem facing the school officials last 
fall was that of finding qualified teachers to replace Mrs. 
Marjorie Rich and Miss Erma Brawn in the high school 
and Mrs. Mossler in the grammar school. Mr. Edmund 
Gibson, a Bates College graduate, was elected to teach | 
English and social science and Mr. William Clark, a Dart- 
mouthCollege graduate, was elected to teach French and 
English. These men were inexperienced teachers but 
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are very conscientious and are conducting their classes 
in acredible manner. Mr. Robert, Harris, a Farmington 
graduate, was elected principal of the grammar school. 
Mr. Harris has had nine years of successful teaching ex- 
perience throughout the state. 

_ [I am somewhat disturbed over the lack of living 
quarters intown. It is hard enough to find teachers these 
days and particularly difficult when one can not find a 
place for them to live. I talked with two different girls 
last summer who would have come here to teach if there 
had been a place for them to live. ; 

There are a number of educational bills before the 
present legislature which should be of interest to the 
people of the town. Two of these are minimum salary 
bills - one establishing $1,500.00 as a minimum with the 
state subsidizing $150 more per teaching position and the 
other, a graduated minimum depending on the training 
a teacher has received. Under the latter bill, the state 
would subsidize the towns one third of the teacher’s salary 
This bill, although desirable, would be very expensive 
costing $2,000,000. the first year. There is a pension bill; 
one making mandatory the conveyance of elementary 
pupils residing a mile or more from the school; one to 
increase the tuition that a town may charge from $125 
to $150.; one to set up a $2,000,000. fund to aid school- 
house construction, another setting up a State Board of 
Education, and many more. 

THere is a definite trend toward improving the plight 
of the teachers. I feel that this is long overdue. Unless 
teachers are recognized for their true worth there will 
continue to be a shortage which can bring about only one 
result - poorer educational opportunities for the younger 
generations. Many people claim that there will be an 
adequate supply of teachers in a few years but, in the 
meantime, what about the children in the school? They 
are the ones being unjustly penalized for the present con- 
ditions. | 

Nationally, educational problems are reeceiving an 
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increasingly larger amount of consideration. The for- 
mation of UNESCO and an educational delegation at the 
peace conferences offer proof of this statement. Also, 
other nations are placing more emphasis on education. 
For instance, Russia now spends thirteen billion dollars or 
20% of her national income for education as eee 
to our three billion or 2%. 

I would like to explain briefly the budget ina over- 
drafts in the school accounts. The overdraft in the gen- 
eral fund was due to the fact that it was necessary to hire 
- three new teachers, last year and the prevailing salaries 
were not anticipated. Ifa like situation arises this year, 
I can promise a similar overdraft next March. Some of 
the items in the budget are fixed but others are very in- 
definite. In these times, when dealing with salaries and 
consumer goods, it taxes a person’s ingenuity to anticipate 
what the cost of running the schools will be. The Ameri- 
can Booksellers Institute tells us to plan on a 30% increase 
on all textbooks. Many of the staples:- towels, paper, 
scissors, etc. have more than doubled in price and these 
articles we must provide. 

The large amount raised for repairs last year was not 
sufficient to complete the work contemplated. The roof- 
ing bill was much larger than anticipated. Also, there 
was a bill presented which had been outstanding for over 
four years, which had to be paid. 

This year we are planning to resurface the walks, 
install two additional toilets and buy new shades for the 
main room in the high school. Inthe near future, the roof 
will need extensive repairs and the boiler will need to be 
retubed. 

The school committee and I earnestly request any 
suggestions for the good of the school and your whole- 
hearted support for the improvement of education in the 
town. ea

Again this year we were faced with the problem of 
hiring qualified teachers to fill the vacancies caused by 
the loss of two of our teachers, Mr. Clark and Mr. Harris. 
Mrs. Virginia Hannan, a graduate of Framingham State 
Teachers College, was hired to teach the 7th and 8th 
grades. Miss Ann Norwood, a Colby graduate who has 
taught in Sangerville, was hired to teach French and 
English. At Christmas, due to the resignation of Mrs. 
Hannan, it was necessary to find another teacher for the 
7th and 8th grade room. Mr. Newell Littlefield of Dex- 
ter was hired for the position. This relatively high turn- 
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over in personnel is not conductive to improving the 
learning process and progress of the pupils. It would be 
much more desirable to keep our faculty from year to 

year. | 

The school committee has an added responsibility 
this year- that of supervising the Institutional-On-Farm 
Training Program. This is an agricultural training pro- 
gram for veterans’ It is financed by the Federal Govern- 
ment and supervised jointly by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, Department of Education, and the local school 
board. Mr. John Burns is the instructor. At present there 
are seventeen taking this course and five others are wait- 
ing to be accepted. I am including a financial statement 
for this course in my report. 

There is a large balance this year in the general 
fund. This is accounted for by the larger subsidy from 
the state. The educational bills passed at the last session 
of the legislature not only increased the minimum salary 
of teachers but also increased considerably the state aid 
for teaching positions. | 

Several weeks ago the school committee met and 
approved a budget for the year 1948-1949. Since that 
time there has been considerable interest expressed rel- 
ative to starting a commercial course in the high school. 
The school committee and I are wholly in accord with 
this undertaking and I will briefly outline the course and 
estimated cost. 

This proposed course would offer two years of book- 
keeping, two years of shorthand, two years of ty pewrit- 
ing, and one or two elective subjects such as office 
practice, commercial law, salesmanship or commercial 
English. This course would not only help.meet the needs 
of the many pupils who will not go on to college but also 
increase the number of elective subjects for the college 
group. 
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The annual cost of the course would be the difference 
between the salary of a commercial teacher and the state 
subsidy received for each teaching position. The subsidy 
this year is $760. The cost of paper and depreciation on 
typewriters would also have to be added to this dif- : 
ference. I would estimate the annual cost to be $1,500. 

If this course is offered, the town is no longer obli- 
gated to pay tuition for those students who go to other 
schools to get this training. Another factor to be consid- 
ered is that a course of this type might tend to increase 
the number of students from surrounding towns attending 
Union High School. 

The largest item of expense would have to be pone 
the first year for repairs and equipment: desks, chairs, 
typewriting tables and partitioning the laboratory into 
a typewriting-room and a classroom. $1,100. is the esti- 
mated cost. ) 

I have not mentioned the cost of typewriters as I 
have been informed that these will be donated - a very 
generous gesture on the part of organizations and persons 
in the town. 

To the original budget approved by the school com- 
mittee, I have added the cost of this new course. The 
school committee and I sincerely hope that the towns- 
people will approve this proposed new course and give 
it the necessary financial backing. 

In addition to the aforementioned repairs the com- 
mittee is asking for money to buy shades for the building. 
Also, some floor stringers on the east end of the building 
have rotted away and must be replaced.

GENERAL

here for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant calling 

the meeting providing for the expenditure 

of money. The officers should not spend 
more than the taxpayers appropriated at 
town meeting, unless the statute expressly @ 
authorizes an expenditure in excess of the 
appropriation.”’

Four Child Health Conferences were held in the 
Methodist Church rooms. Dr. Tuttle gave physical exami- 
nations and immunizations to the infants and preschool 
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children attending. The total attendance at these con- 
ferences was seventy-two and eighty-two immunizations 
were given against smallpox, diphtheria and whooping 
cough. 

The School Health program continued as last year. 
Immunization clinics were held in the spring for students’ 
needing smallpox and diptheria protection. 

‘Dr. Tuttle this fall examined students in the first, 
third, fifth and eight grades. Follow-up visits in the homes 
have been started for the purpose of an early correction 
of physical defects found in the examinations. State Pedi- 
atric, Crippled Children’s and Chest X-ray Clinics have 
been attended by patients being followed for these 
services. 

A well organized Health Council was started this 
year, with Mrs. Loretta Rich elected President. Members 
of this council have given invaluable support and assist- 
ance in both Child Health Conferences and school Clinics. 

I wish to thank the Union Health Council, local 
health officer, school officials, selectmen, and all mem- 
bers of the community for the efficient way in which the 
health services have benn conducted.

During the summer, Mr. C. Leroy Barker was hired 
to take the place of Mr. Littlefield who resigned in June. 
Mr. Barker has had successful teaching experiences in 
Mechanic Falls, Seal Harbor, Hope and Camden. He 
comes to Union well prepared to assume the duties of 
_ principal and teacher. 
Miss Hazel Day was secured as the new commercial 
teacher and is doing an excellent job of organization and 
instruction. 
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I feel that all the members of the teaching staff 
are showing an interest in their work and a genuine re- 
gard for the progress of the pupils under their instruction. 
Not only are they doing their daily work well, but also 


-all of them have within the year bettered themselves 


through summer session or extension courses. 

I shall limit the remainder of my report to the finan- 
cial statement and the budget. The gerteral fund shows a 
fairly large balance accounted for by the increased state 
subsidy. The overdraft in the repairs and equipment ac- 
count is due to the work done on the heating plant and 
the additional insurance purchased caused a small over- 
draft in the insurance account. 

The anticipated increase in money necessary to carry 
on the commercial course is not needed this year. 
Actually, the budget calls for $800. less than the amount 
raised last year. This is because of the increased amounts 
received from the state and veterans program. 

The combined repairs, equipment and medical ac- 
count is considerably smaller than that of last year. How- 
ever, there are minor repairs anticipated and a number 
of pieces of furniture needed to keep the building looking 
clean and pleasant. 

The insurance budget takes care of present insur- 
ance plus an anticipated increase of $1,000. on the con- 
tents of the building. There has been over a thousand 
dollars’ worth of new equipment placed in the building 
this year alone. A moderate amount of insurance to cover 
this is advisable. 

Your committee is recommending that an article be 
placed in the warrant to build a driveway around the 
building. A rough estimate of the cost is $700.00. If this 
driveway is built, there would be no need for the children 
who ride on the busses to walk in the roads at any time. 


I feel that this is a safety measure meriting favorable 


action by the voters. At the same time a large parking 
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area could be built to help relieve the congestion at the 
various functions carried on at the school. With the build- 
ing being used on an average of three or four nights each 
week, it would seem that a few street lights should be in- 
stalled at strategic points also.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
UNION HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Com- 
mittee and Citizens of Union: 


I herewith present my annual report on the activities 
and condition of Union High School. 


At the opening of school in September there were 
70 students, registered as follows: 


18 Freshmen 
19 Sophomores 
17 Juniors 

16 Seniors 


Four of these studeents have left school, and one 
student has enrolled since the beginning of the year. The 
attendance this year has been very good except in one or 
Bro cases. 
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Parents would be doing their children a big favor if 
they would insist on regular attendance in classes. It is 
very difficult for the average student to continue to do 
good work if he is allowed to miss many classes. When his 
school work begins to lag and his interest in school is over- 
shadowed by outside interests and activities it becomes 
very difficult for parent and teacher to keep the student 
in school. Let us make conditions at home and at school 
such, that the students will realize the growing import- 
ance of education and that they will get all they can out 
of the school while they have the opportunity. | 

For many years Union High School has offered two 
courses, the General Course and the College Course. 
Under such conditions it was necessary that all students 
take some of the subjects under the college course whether 
they could understand them or not. This year through the 
work of our superinendent and the financial assistance 
of many of the citizens of the town we are able to offer a 
commercial course. This is a step in the right direction. 
Approximately one-half of the students is enrolled in the 
commercial course and many Juniors and Seniors are 
taking typing aside from their regular school subjects. 
The commercial course has made it possible to put out a 
school paper, pamphlets, mimeographed tests, tickets, 
posters, programs, etc. At this time I wish to thank the 
following groups and individuals for their financial sup- 
port of the commercial program:

The addition of the commercia] course and another 
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instructor has made possible the revision of the curricu- 
lum so that students now have a much wider variety of 
subjects from which to choose. It would be well for the 
parents to remember that the college course should al- 
ways be chosen when there is even a slight chance that 
the student may have an opportunity to go to college, for 
it is much easier for the student to transfer from the col- 
lege course to the general or commercial course than it is 
to transfer to the college course. 

If we are to continue our progress in educating all 
types of youth we must see the necessity of adding two or 
three more courses to. the curriculum, namely, Home Ec- 
onomics, Manual Training and Agriculture. 

Please remember money spent on the education of 
youth is an investment to the town. Youth of today will 
be the citizens of tomorrow; and we want them to be good 
citizens. 

Music is important to our schools and I believe many 
students would appreciate music instruction. It would 
help in presenting more varied forms of entertainment. 

We need more seating room in the gymnasium dur- 
ing the basketball games, and I believe settees built a- 
round the floor would be sufficient. |

An audit has been completed of the financial accounts 
and transactions for the year ended March 1, 1949. 


CASH 


The cash balance at March 1, 1949 of $5,023.01 was 
reconciled with the bank statement of the Knox County 
Trust Co., Rockland and found to be in agreement with 
the cae of the Treasurer. 

Expenditures were found to be sunpored by war- 
rants authorized by the Selectmen. | 

All receipts issued by the Treasurer were traced to 
corresponding postings in the Selectmen’ s ledger and the 
Treasurer’ s cashbook. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


Accounts receivable of $58.54 represents an amount 
due for charity expenditures. Due to the age of this ac- 
count a reserve of 100% is carried. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The assessment and commitment records and the 
records of collections of the 1948 tav levy were examined. 
The examination indicated that the warrant of commit- 
ment was in agreement with the assessment records and 
the tax list as committed to the Collector. It was also 
ascertained that the required signatures were in evidence. 
The unpaid taxes at March 1, 1949 amounted to $1,470.34. 
Of this amount $1,213.18 remained unpaid on the 1948 
commitment and $257.16 was unpaid on prior years’ taxes. 
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The detail for 1948 unpaid taxes is shown on Schedule 
A-13 and for prior years on Schedule A-14. 

Requests for verification were mailed to a represen- 
tative number of taxpayers whose accounts were out- 
standing at the year end. Any variations resulting from 
these verifications will be made available to the municipal | 
officials. 


TAX LIENS 


Tax liens of $515.89 were placed on properties during 
the year to secure unpaid 1947 real estate taxes. Tax lien 
accounts at the year end were substantiated by inspection 
of liens on file with the Treasurer. 


TAX DEEDS 


The balance of the tax deeds at the year end was 
$1,062.24. One payment was received during the year. 
Due to the age of the outstanding tax deeds, a reserve 
for possible losses in collection of $531.12, which repre- 
sents 50% of the total face value, has been established. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 


Matured tax liens amounting to $16.65 were trans- 
ferred to tax acquired property during the year. The bal- 
ance of this account at the year end was $477.88.

The public health nursing program in Union con- 
tinued this past year without interruption. The Health 
Council under the leadership of Mrs. Loretta Rich and 
Mrs. Edgar Barker has assisted effectively in all phases of 
the program. They sponsored the annual meeting of 
Health Councils in Knox County in October and prepared 
a very fine tea. 

Last spring the regular school immunization program 
was conducted by Dr. Irving Tuttle, health officer and 
school physician. A number of the students received 
booster as well as initial doses against Smallpox and Diph- 
theria. | 

During the summer months three Child Health Con- 
ferences were held for infants and children under school 
age throughout the town who were not under close medical 
supervision.. Medical examinations as well as immuniza- 
tions were given this group by Dr. Tuttle, conference 
physician.

In the fall school health examinations were made on 
students of alternate grades up to high school. The Health 
Council made it possible for two students to have much 
needed tonsil operations. 

Audiometer tests were given all students from the 
fourth grade up. This is the most accurate hearing test 
given and the machine is made available to the nurse 
every two years. | 

Home visiting continues to be a major part of the 
program.

To the Superintending School Committee-and Citi- 
zens of Union: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


An inspection of the budget shows that there is an 
increase this year. This budget is excessive due mainly 
to the failure of the state to meet its obligations in state 
subsidies. If the special session of the legislature provides 
the funds to meet the state subsidies in full, the budget 
will be reduced at the Town meeting by $800 if the bal- 
ance due for 1949 is paid, and by an additional $1500, 
for a total of $2,300, if payment in full in December 1950 
is assured. The School Maintenance funds required from 
local property tax will then be $19,300, an increase of 
$1,729 over the actual expenses of 1949-50. This is $445 
less than the $2,176 increase in expenses shown in 
1949-50 over the actual expenses of 1948-49. 

The figures under Enrollment show why it was nec- 
essary to employ an additional teacher this past year 
and indicate that from September 1952 it will be neces- 
sary to increase the teaching staff again, and make more 
classroom space available. As several months will be 
needed to construct this classroom space, it allows only 
two years for completing plans of what will be done and 
how it will be financed. The approximate cost of a wing 
on the present building will be $10,000 to $12,000 a room. 
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By using the space occupied by the present gymnasium, 
four rooms can be finished for an estimated cost of be- 
tween $5,000 and $6,000. Use of this space depends on 
adequate gymnastic facilities being made available in 
quarters outside the present building. 

Inside of the building some of the walls are now in 
need of paint. The most urgent need is in the gymnasium, 
but as it is possible that this space may be converted to 
classrooms it seems the better policy to do the walls out- 
side of the gymnasium this year from the budget and re- 
serve the work in the gymnasium until a decision has been 
made concerning construction of additional classroom 
space. 

The Commercial course which was instituted in 
September 1948 is meeting the vocational needs of boys 
and girls who may be willing or desire to leave the home 
community to find employment. To a very limited degree 
it may provide vocational opportunities at home, but for 
the greater majority of the children in the high school 
there is no adequate vocational course. The courses that 
appear to meet the needs of Union boys and girls best are 
Vocational Agriculture for the boys and Home Making 
for the girls. Adding these courses is subject to the appro- 
val of the citizens and the financial ability of the com- 
munity to support them. Inasmuch as-the increased enroll- 
ment will eventually call for more teachers in the high 
school, it might be well for the citizens of Union to give 
some thought to the addition of these courses to the cur- 
riculum. Addition of new courses can be done most 
economically when increasing enrollments call for more 
teachers, since the only additional cost will be the equip- 
ing of classrooms for the new courses. 

During the past year and probably for some time in 
the future through the State Department of Education | 
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there have been opportunities for obtaining much of the 


equipment needed for a Home Making course. If the 
school department knew with a degree of certainty that 
approval of such courses would be forthcoming in the 
future, some of this material can be obtained as it becomes 
available. Approval and institution of these courses will 
also have a bearing on the plan to provide more classroom 
space. These courses will not call for more space than the 
plan to use the space now occupied by the gymnasium 
would provide. The material gain to the conn ae will 
be very substantial. 


There has been much discussion during the past 


several months concerning music in the schools. The time 
does not seem right to ask for additional money for a 
music supervisor at this time. It is the opinion of the Super- 
intendent of Schools that no other activity is more whole- 
some or brings a greater return to the school children and 
the community. It is felt that putting music in the schools 
is dependent on reaching an agreement with some of the 
nearby towns, making it possible to employ a music 


supervisor jointly, thus sharing the expense. Such an 


arrangement is fundamentally sound and will result in 
a music curriculum that will be permanent and increase 
in efficiency as it progresses. Suggestions and support 
of a music program for the schools will be very acceptable 
to the school department. | | 

I am happy to have had the priviledge of serving as 
the Superintendent of Union schools and I wish to express 
my appreciation to the teachers, members of the School 
Committee, the town officers, and the parents and citizens 
for their cooperation and support.

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To the Superintendent, Superintending School Com- 
mittee, and Citizens of Union: 


I herewith present my annual report on the activities 
and conditions of Union High School. 


The attendance in school has been very good except 
during the siege of the mumps; and I wish to thank the 
parents who have encouraged regular attendance. 

In the opening of school this year the teachers made 
a special effort to help the students enroll in the proper 
courses. It has been necessary to make a few changes and 
adjustments so that the students may receive the max- 
imum benefits of high school instruction. The school day 
was divided into seven periods to accomodate all students 
who wished to take typing; and it became necessary to 
omit Bookkeeping II from the course of study. Next year 
all the irregularities in the Commercial Course will auto- 
matically straighten themselves out, and it will be possible 
to offer Business Law and Office Practice. The Commer- 
cial Department is continually being called upon to make 
posters, tickets and programs, to type business letters for 
the school, to mimeograph tests and other forms for 
school personnel and to help in the routine office work of 
the school. It has always been willing to do work brought 
in by the townspeople and town groups. 

This year through the suggestion of the State Depart- 
ment, School Board and Superintendent, we have put in 
an organized system of keeping books whereby all money 
taken in or paid out is accounted for. 

Every school group still has its own treasurer and its 
own money, but this money is now being handled in a 
more businesslike manner. 

Several worthy organizations have shown a keen in- 
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terest in helping the school. For this we are very grateful. 
The town appropriated money foranewelectric basketball 
scoreboard and constructed an ice skating rink on the > 
school grounds. The Methodist Brotherhood purchased an 
excelent loud speaking system which can be used for 
various entertainments and graduation exercises. The 
Athletic Association bought a new Victor sound projector 
to replace the old one. A new flash camera was bought 
from the yearbook fund to be used in taking candid shots 
of the school’s activities. I wish to thank other groups of — 
the town which have helped sponsor worthwhile projects 
for the benefit of the school. 

I will now offer a few suggestions for im provenianes 
which should be made in the near future. 

We need a larger room for physics and chemistry 
laboratory. The room we are now using is also being used 
for a lunchroom. This condition is not good! 

We need new furniture in the teacher’s office, as the 
furniture now there is rather dilapidated. 

As the Town of Union is now becoming more and 
more sports-minded, I would suggest a continuous physical 
education program extending from the fifth grade through 
the twelfth. 

We need more seating capacity in the gym during 
basketball games, so that the spectators need not stand. 

The baseball diamond has always been a headache 
to baseball enthusiasts. I believe that if a good ball 
diamond was constructed it would not only benefit the 
school but would encourage the Town of Union to Sponsor 
a semi-pro baseball team during the summer. 

The newly-constructed skating rink could very well 
be used for a tennis court during the summer months with 
a minimum amount of expense.

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The students have enjoyed many extra-curricula 
activities and have learned a great deal while helping to 
sponsor them. We have tried to encourage all students to 
participate in some activity aside from their regular schocl 
work, as we believe it is very important in rounding out the 
personality of the student. 

Some of the activities we enjoyed were: Freshman 
Reception, Christmas Ball, Senior Play, Junior Play, Senior 
Suppers, Movies, Baseball, Softball, Ping Pong Tourna- 
ment, Foul Shooting Tournament, Girls and Boys Basket- 
ball, Short Story and Poetry Contest, Yearbook, and 
Senior Class Trip. 

I wish to thank Edmund Harding for his part in 
keeping the building in a condition that we are proud of. 
May I urge you to visit your school and be willing to give _ 
good constructive criticism. 

In closing I wish to thank the Superintendent, the 
School Board, and the Citizens in the Town of Union for 
their support and cooperation.
